covetous as to keep theſe creatures which I lend you for your own 
private ufe : for if they had bin your own and you could have 
made them, then you might have had ſome colour, and have ſaid 
ſhall I make them rich by my la%our ? but know this ( O man ) that 
it is I, and I alonethatam the life of all creatures, yea even thy 
Iife,and without me you are unable ro do any thing,and ir hath bin 
my pleaſure to beſtow riches on you for this end and purpoſe, that 
thou mighteſt give them freely to thoſe that are in want, and not 
to make them your Idols as you have done. But becauſe you have 
done ſo, as to make your riches your Idols and your gods, and 
have not conſidered that pure religion (even that religion that is 
pleaſing to me) is to viſit the widdow and the fatherleſs ; that is, ro 
give and diſperſe that riches which you can ſpare to the reliefe of 
thoſe that have need of them ; and then you had done well; for 
in ſo gy— would have kept Saint James from crying againſt 
you, but becauſe you have not done it, therefore Fames bids you 
boule and weep for your gold and ſilver cven the ruſt of it, even the ruſt 
or cankered ftuffe that you have laid up for your ſons and daugh- 
gers portions for to make them rich,whilein ſo doing you have 
Kept back mine, which 1 ſenc you for to giveto the poor ; there- 
| fore boule and weep, for I Come, I come. - 
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(3) 
A viſion wherein I (aw men fceding their enemies,and clothing 
of them, and ſo did ſhew abundance of love to their fellow crea- 
tures; and I heard a voice ſay that theſe men do hold forth my 
Image, and do ſhew themſelves to be my ſons and daughters in fo 
doing , but they do nothing but what I have commanded them to 
do(ſaith the Lord of hoſt)but I will reward them for ſo doing,for 
I will keep them in my love and favour, when | will plague and 
torment the othcr that have not done ſo, 
Ifthy enemy hunger, feed him; if he be naked, cloath him ; for 
in ſo doing you ſhall beap coals of fire on bis bead: bear O all fleſb, for T 
bave & controverſie with you, and will now plead with you, eſpecially you 
that have abundance of riches : have you fed the hungry ? haſt 
thou fed them that thou accounts thine enemies ? If thou haſt, 
thou in ſo doing hath done well; but what meaneth the crying ot 
the poor ſo much; bread, dread, for the Lord ſake? ſurely this ar- 
gues that you have not done as you ſhould have done,bur have letc 
that undone which you ſhould have done ; thou halt not fed thine 
enemy, neither haſt thou clothed the naked, which chou ſhould(ſt 
have done: thy own conſcience acculing thee ſhall now torment 
thee 3 becauſe thou lieſt under the breach of that Scripture, where 
itis ſaid feed thine enemy if be be bungry,and give him drink, if he be 
thirſty : O you rich men, ſhould you feed and cloath your ene- 
mies, as this Scripture faies you maſt do ſo ; how can you think 
that you are the ſervants of the moſt high ? whereas inſtead of 
feeding your enemics,you deſtroy them 3; for this is quite contrary 
as black is to white, ſarely ic is a fin, I know your conſcience tells 
you it is a fin,becauſe you do not fulfil the Scriprure. lt this be a fin, 
how far greater fin is it when you take from them that that ſhould 
preſerve them from want, or take away their lives ? for you ſee ic 
is your duty to preſerve life, and not to take away life ; it is your 
duty to feed them, and not to kill them, ſaichT the Lord of hoſt ; 
who will plague and torment you for notdoing your duty, as to 
give that which you have of mine,(that overplus which lies by an4 
doth no good) unto the poor, tberefore bun! and weep, and cri: aloud, 
for the day of the Lord is at band that burneth as an oven, and the wicked 
ſball be but as aſhes under the ſoals of my Saints feet : you live like Dives 
in a moſt voluptuous manner, weating of the belt, and cating of 
the beſt, and drinking of the beſt 5 and as he did not remen:ver 
poor Lazaras, ſo you do notthink having your fills of the poor, 
yea though they cry in your ear, yer you will not give them 
| B 2 reliet, 
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relief, but will rather ſee themtarvefor want of food: how do 


' you provoke me to anger faith 7 the Lord of hoſt ? do you think: 


that regard you, and you only becauſe of riches? no I would 
have you think that I regard the poor as well as you, even ſo much- 
that Imuſt now come down and deſtroy you, and give you your: 
portion with Dives, even to throw you into my wrath and there: 
to torment you, and ſo to-take away your riches and give them to 
my Saints, even to theſe poor and hungry ſouls that are now ir 
great want and miſery : houl,houl and weep, for come, even I 
that will plead for theſe poor creatures that you tread under foor, 
and count them as nothing ; I come and will redeem them from 


you, and from your powers, and will make you know that I * 


have regard to them, and that they are in my fight as precious ag 
you; and that I will be ſuch a terror to them that have aboun» 
dance of riches, that I wil! make you weep to think you muſt 
part from them, and:to think that every one ſhal have part in your 
riches 3 you ſhall be ſo tormented that you ſhall have bur little 
reſt ; for] will make you throw away your idols of goldand fil- 
ver, and to hide your {elves for fear of me, forl am rifen to de- 
ſiroy you and bring you to nothing, even 1 the Lord of hoſt, will 
conſume you in my jealoukie. q 

Ifaw in a viſion that one rich man had fulfilled all the com- 
mands of God but one, and that one was, be was for to ſell that: 
which be bad, and was to give it to the poor : but he (like the rich man- 
in the Scripture) rather then he would do ſo, he would keep his 
riches, notwithſtanding he was commanded to (el and diftribute to 
the poor, andſo ly under the breach of Gods command for the 
which I ſaw this man tormented and at length was glad to giveup 
tothe poor; and ſay, take cat, and fill your ſelves, for it is not now» 
mine but yours. 

Here you may ſee the power of the infinite Febovab, and how: 
ftri& he is to them that fulil not all his commands. As if he 
ſhould ſay, notwithſtanding your going to Church, and obſerving 
Sunday, and-making a protetlion of me : and therefore you think: 
that you ſhall eſcape my ſore diſpleaſure, in that you have done: 
ſuch and ſuch things; but ſtay, know this afore you have reſt, that 
one of my commands is, that you ſhould fel] your riches and give 
tothe poor; for ſaith Chriſt go ſell all that thou baſt and gzve to the: 
poor, and thou ſhalt bave treaſure in beaven : as it he ſhould ſay if you; 
do icnot,it will be unpoſl.ble\for you to get treaſure in heaven,but 
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methinks, I hear all and every one almoſt fay, this is a hard (ay- 
ing, muſt we ſell houſes and Jands,and give them away ? whata 
condition ſhould we bring our ſelves into if we ſhould do fo ? 
What art thou as can ſay, ſhall we give away our houſes and lands? 
do you know what you ſay, are they yours or mine ? ſaith I the 
Lord of hoſt, they be mine, and all are mine, even whatſoever thou 
haſt is mine; though I have lent them to you it is not that you 
{hould only enjoy them , but that you ſhould freely give up to re- 
lieve thoſe that are in want, and ſo fulfil my Commandement, (ell that 
thou'baſt and give to the poor, or elie I will torment you as I have 
done this man in the viſion, and will make you be glad to give up 
and to ſay, take rat and drink, and fill your ſelves, for it is not mine but 


. yours; and will make you know thatI will doa ſtrange work 


now here on the earth, for I will make you to ſee and know, that 
I have given unto the creature mana priviledge for to enjoy the 
whole Creation and ſo to free them from bondage and flaveris 
which for the preſent they ly under, and if you will not freely give 
up beforel come in power, Iwi!ll make you do it againſt your 
will,when I come in power, for bebold I come, and will not tarry, in the 
mean while do not you deceive your ielves, and think your ſelves 
too good for to give to the poor, for I come and will make you 
hk hoal ye rich men for the ruſt of your filver and gold will 
now riſe up in judgement againſt you, for I come to deltroy all 
things befides my (elf, and will fuddenly take from man his gods, 
and piures of gold and filver, and will make them for-fear of me 
give them away 3 for I come to take vengeance on thoſe that have 
afflifted the poor : houl ye therefore that have afflicted the poor; 
and give up with ſpeed before 1 take you and throw you into my 
wrath, and into my ſore difpleafure ; rem<mber ye rich men that 
hear the cries of the poor, and come away, make your hands 
free to givez remember that theſe are the laſt dayer, and that you muſt 
now uſe the world, as if you uſed it nit : do you uſe the world as if you 
uſed ic not think you ? that hord up bags of gold and ſilver,and Jay 
up quarters of grain, when many poor fouls are ready to ſtarve for 
want of them, bur is it not to uſe the world as if yon uſed it nor, 
for to have no more then the preſent neceſlity cals for, and fo to 
take no thought for the morrow : therefore up give freely,difperſe 
abroad, and let not the cries of the poor any longer be in mine 
ears; but now follow the 4pofles dire&ion, uſe the world as if you 


. wſed it. not 3 for the faſbion of this world goeth ; what is the taſhion of 


this

_ this world but to firive who ſhall b: greateſt and richeſt, who ſhall 
' havethe moſt power, and who ſhall be moſt applauded,and fo have 
moſt praiſe of men :; *cis very true that this faſhion hath been a 
long time, but this old falhion muſt go out, and theremuſt 
be a new faſhion : which faſhion will be inſtead of ſtriving 
after riches, giving away of riches to them that have need 
of them, and ſo to make. themſelves equal with the reff, and not 
_tolord jt over their fellow- creatures, but willingly co them all 
the good they can : for whether they be tongues they ſhall ceaſe, 
or propheſtes,they ſhall fail ; but charity ſhall abide for ever ; here 
the moſt excellent or the moſt tranſcendent things which have bin 
orare for the preſent,though liccle thought of,muſt go: and what- 
{oever hath been, muſt now fly away z for nothing muſt abide or 
continue but charity : theſtriving after riches muſt ceaſe,and then 
there will not be ſo much oppreſſion as is now, the firiving after 
honour (hall ceaſe, and then there will be no killing of men for 
money, ſtriving after ſelf muſt ceaſe, and then there will benoen- 
vie or malice, as to fight one wich the other; ſtriving afcer learn- 


ing muſt ceaſe, for tongues ſhall in this manner as it is now got= + 


ten by humane induſtry, though it may pleaſe God to indue his 
Saints 8nd choſen veſſels with tongues at his firſt appearing or 
making out himſelf to them,as he did at the firſt appearing in fleſh 
make out himſelf to his Apoftles;but Charity ſhall never ceaſe :for 
indeed when all the other fore-mentioned ſhall periſh and come to 
nothing,then ſhall this be fulfilled, and not till thenzfor fo ſoon as 
all things that are now at the preſent paſſes away, and all things 
become new ; then will charity take place and fo will abide for 
ever. 

I ſaw ina viſion one give away all that he had and would not have 
any thing as his own, and I heard a voice ſay, that this man was 
come up to be his ſon,and was a true convert,and one that is come 
up in that diſpenſation, wherein I will in time bring all, ſaith the 
Lord of heſt. . 

Lord, lo we have left all and followed thee; we have left all,houſes,and 
lands,and filver,and gold,and whatſoever was near or dearunto us 
we have for thy ſake ſold, and left all:this was the ſaying of the A» 
poſtle who was a true convert, but you that are cich think it yotr 
honour for to keep your riches, and ſo to take delight in getting 
riches: but you ſee that the Apoſtle left all,and ſo muſt you if you 
will have that love of God and favour that the Apoſtle had, 1

come ſaith the Lord of hoſt, and will bring down all your pleas: 
ſant things, and will bring down all your glory honour and 
ſtrength,and will Jay them down in the duft,I will terrifie you,and 
plague you, and will make you know that T the Lord of hoſt am a con= 
ſaming fire,and ſo will make you freely give up thac which you call 

ours, to your fellow creatures,for 1 have made all nations of one 
blood, and ſo will now at my bcight appearing make all people 
equal and alike for matter of riches, and fo will take away the 
ſtumbling-block of private intereſts, and (ſo will make the oppreſ- 
ſors and the opreſſion for to ceaſe, and will make you know that

merly they did z and-will make them for ro have comunion, and 
all chings common; ſo that they (hall not ſay this is mine, or 
that is mine ;z but I will deſtcoy this, and ſo I will deſtroy all ſelf 
in. them, and they ſhall now live in the pure enjoyment of I the 
Lord of hoſt, breaking bread with ſingleneſs of beart from bouſe to houſe : 

ſo that my ſons and daughters ſhall live in more union then they 
do now, for now they are readie to cut and deſtroy one another 
for a little filver, which (hal now periſh and be accounted as no» 

thing : even I wil makeall ſorts of men freely give away that they 
have, and be-contented to have nothing but what they ſhall have 

need of from day to day;for I wil make love and union to encreaſe, 
that the whole earth ſhall be a creaſace for all, an1 not for ſome; 

ſo that according as they are in wanc, they {hal have one ſhal have 
a ſpecial care over anotherzfor the emnity being taken away,and the 
curſe removed from off the earth, (elf-lJove ſhal ceaſe, and univer- 
ſal love ſhall flow in, and then righteouſneſs ſhal look down from 
heaven, and ſpring out of theearth ; and there will be no com- 
plaining in our ſtreets, as there is now, crying out for bread, bread, 
for the Lords ſake 3 no, but this noiſe ſhall ceaſe, and che ſaying of 
Fames come more into their minds : thatthey ſhall now not 
think it enough to ſay,be ye warmed,and (o give the poor nothing, 


but only pitty them and feed them with words, but they (hal now 


lay, come iny eat ard drink with us, for you are the work of the Lord , and 
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What -we- bave now Jiu may freely take, tor the Lord of hoſt hath now 
made bare his holy armes, and all the earth ſhall ſee the ſalvation 
of God, and all ſhall now know and ſee that the Lord hath re- 
deemed the creation from bondage into the liberty of the ſons of 
God; all men ball be freed from the Bondage and ſlavery they 

now are under, and ſhall now begin to ſee and know that it is a 

fin to have reſp«& to one in glorious apparel, and ſay, pray Sir come 

you and fit up bere, when you lay to one in poor cloathes, ſit thou at 

or foot ſtool, for 1 the Lord of hoſt will make you all know now 

thatyou are all of one blood,and o are all now fellow creatures, 
and. that 1 have as much reſpe& co one in poor cloths, as to one 

in gay ones; and that I will make you «now that its your duty for

for if thou didſt,thou wouldſt not'let thy neighbour bein want , 
but would have as much care of him as thy ſelf; if thou haſt roſt- 
meat, to let him have roſt-meat ; and in ſo doing thou will ful- 
fil this Scripture : therefore yea that d» plead for Scripture fo 
much, and make ſo gallant a ſhow of celigion as you do, conſider 
the Scriptures aforementioned, and you (hall ſee that you live far 
ſhore of fulfilling the Scripture : for what ſcever you would that men 
ſhould do unto you, even ſo do thou unto them, for this zs the Law and the 
Prophets : wouldſt thou have men to love you and doy on good ? it 
thou wouldſt then thou muſt love them'and do them good : bur 
indeed you will fay, why (:ouldT love them,they are of a ftrange 
opinion : this is but the Devil in you tor hating your fellow crea» 
tures, which muſt be deſtroyed and brought to nothing, that I the 
Lord of hoſt may be exalted; which will not be til] I make my 


. travge work come to paſs,as to deſtroy all felf and priv. te intreſt, 


of ſaying this is mine ; and when this is done, then you w ill love 
your neighbour as your (elf, and then you ſhall fee and know 
with the Apoſtle, that al things are lawful-for you, that is as the Apo» 
file knew that he might do what he woulddo, and have what 
creatures he would have for tood and cayment, in chat they are 
all gods : ſo you ſhall now know that you may have the nſe of all, 
and fee all to be yours, and that this is the work of God for to

' And the Lord ſaid behold, behold : what doft thou ſee? toe 
I beheld,and there ay peared a tree full of fruit; and the fruit,much 
like to apples one part of them,and the other part of them likeunto

And moreover this tree doth fet forth the tree that is ſpoken 
of in the Revelations, to be a tree of life that ſhall bea! the nations, for 
as thou did ſee this tree appear of a ſudden with fruic thereon: even 
ſo will I the Lord of life, that lives for evermore, appear in ſuch

dance of green herbes: theſe green herbes,doth ſet forth the flour- 
iſhing conditions of my Saints, even of my ſons and daughters 
how that they ſhall grow and flouriſh in diſpight ofall their enc- 
mies, for their boneshall flouriſh as an herb, and as herbs be good 
for all ſorts of men and women, even ſo ſhall my ſons and daugh- 
ters be good for all ; and by their flouriſhing and growing up as 
calves in the ſtall, it ſhews that people that are now kept in bon + 
dape, even the meaner ſort, ſhall be by the flouriſhing condition 
of my ſons and daughters, reſtored from that {lavery and bondage 
as they are now kept under by rich men, ſo as they cannot injo 
the creatures of God ſo as to have their bellys full: even into ach 
a condition ſhall they be reſtored as that they ſhall now enjoy the 
good creatures of God, and ſhall have enough of the outward 
mercies, as for the back and belly ſo that there (ball be no complaining i3 
the ſtreet. | 
And preſently after this, there appeared one that was very glo- 
rious, and he had a cup in his hand, and it was full, and he gave 
it to men and to women for them to drink, and 1 ſaid, Lord, 
who doth this man repreſent? and what doth his cup ſtgnific ? 
and what is in this cup? and my excellent God the King of cter- 
nal glory faid,by this man,is ſhewed I the Lord of hoſt,and the cup 
doth repreſent,that I the Lord of hoſt have ſomething for to make 
men and women drink of:thele men and women repreſint my ſons 
and daughters ;'and that which was in the cup,which the men and 
women drank of was wine;which holds forth thus much:that it is 
the pleaſure of me theLord of hoſt,to give unto my ſons a1d diaugh- 
ters for to drink-wine : for as much as wine is ſet forth to be a 
nouriſher and cheriſher of the nature of man, and as thou ſaweſt

for to break forth and ing, and dance, and leap for juy of beart, 'be- 
ing filled with new wine of the ſpiric : for put new wine into old 
bottels and they will burſt if they have not vent, or elſe the old 
botties will ſpoyl the new wine:ſol by filling my ſons and daugh- 
ters with my ſelf, doth cauſe a ſpoyl firſt to be made in the old 
bottles, their body, and then afterwards doth cauſe them to bring 
forth my (elf, and ſo do my will : though it be the pleaſure of me 
their king to a& them in ſuch a way as wil! prove the ruin of their 
good name, yet they muſt do it; for the wine of the ſpirit muſt 
have a yent, or elſe the body will break. 

And the word of the Lord came unto me ſaying, behold, and lo

cheat their fellow creatures, and keep them in bondage and lave- 
ry 3 andalſo from the enjoyments of the outward creation, which 
T have made for man, that they may have the uſe of them, of the 
outward creatures.and ſo live comforatbly by enjoyingthe fruits of 
the earth ; for the earth is the Lords and the fulxeſs thereof, and al things 
are mine even mine;therefore the crying of the poor,and the hypo- 
crifie of all ſorts of men, makes me make haſt'to declare that 1 the 
Lord of hoſt am now coming to judge 1beworld with righteouſneſs, 
ard [o to give them every one according to their deſerts:but ſhall the ſon of man 

find faith 01 earth when be com?s? no, he ſhall not, for though do 
declare my fe)f by my ſervants the prophets, whom 1 ſtir up for to 


make out my ſelf unto them; yet 1 tind and do fee; that — 
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all ſorts of men there is but lictle faith, for to believe that | tlie 
Lord of hoſt am now ready to appear in power,and in glory,and in 
Majeſty,for to confoundand bring to nothing al powers beſ1Je my 
ſelf, and ſo to make bare my holy arm in al nations, and fo tolay 
open all mens hearts, and make them ſee their folly for diſſembling 
with me : for as thou ſaw(t them opened,and when they were open- 
ed to thy view,though before they ſeemed to be very white, yet even 
the moſt pureſt, eſpecially thoſe under the name of Presbycerians 
andIndependents,who ſeemed very white,that is,they had very ma- 
gilded outfides,as forms and ways of worſhips, as obſerving of the 
Sabbath,and being zealous for they way of worſhip,even fo zealous, 
as to judpe, cenſure, and condemn thoſe that were not of their opi- 
nion; yet notwithſtanding al chis;their hearts are ful of hpyocrilie ; 
ſhewed by the blackneſs that was within them, and fo inltead of 
ſerving me, and bringing glory to my namegthey make uſe of r:1i- 
gion to ſerve their own ends,being as covetous,and as proud,and as 
tul of ambition and cruelty as thoſe that make no profeſſion at al ; 
and likwiſe the church called the Anabaptiſts are linked much in 
your name,more for to make a ſhew of religion,then to ſerveGod, 
even I the God of gods, out of love, as is ſhowed by your harſh 
judgement and cenſureing thoſe that do out-ftrip, or thoſe whom 
I the Lord of hoft am pleaſed to take ap higher then you ; as ſuch 
as are deluded and deceived by fancies, and by the dive], as it doth 
appear by your cruel words and ſpeeches againſt them : cherefore 
ſaith I the Lord of hoſt, who ſees your outward profeſſions, and 
knowes the ſecret thoughts and intents of your hearts, how that 
you do ftrive for to exalt your ſelves, and fo to make your ſelves 
great, and are ready for to diſſemble with me, the Lord of hoſt, as 
though you knew not any god at all ; for diſſembling,and lying, 
andcheating that raignes amongſt you, and amonglt all ſorts of 
people, ye have hardned youhearts as if the Lord had: ſpoken co 
you,and had told you that you ſhal never fa!, and io you prompt

and ſo make you deal plainly with God, and with your fellow 
creatures; and for the reſt even thoſe of the world, that have no

by my ſervant Noab, and made hima preacher of righteouſneſs, for

atall; even for your own ſelves, when you think fafty, andcry 
peace even then ſudden deſtruction comes upon you, even when you little 
think of it, as it did upon the world of old, and then wil I tor- 
ment andplague you for deſpiſing my meſſengers and ſervants, 
and wil bea terror and a dread to you, and you ſhal houl and 
weep, and my ſervants ſball ſing and rejozce for joy and gladne/s of beart; 
for as Noab and all them that went in with him became one, and 
of one family, and all the creatures became one, as being in union 
and love one with another, even ſo wil I now make all creatures, 
eſpecially my ſons and daughters, for to eat and drink together, 
and fo to be of one family, and of one houſhold, having all things 
common 3 'and wil alſo make you that now revile them, be (ii! 
and f(ilent, and in pain for doing ſo, and Iwil make alſo all the 
creatures to beat love and peace one with the other, as they that 
were in Nogbs Arke together, ſo that there ſhal be peace and 
union, 

And the Lord ſaid, behold what 1 wil ſhew thee; and loe I 
looked, and there appeared a man, and he went up and down, ga- 
thering men together : and I faid, Lord, what meancth this man 
to gather men together? and what men are theſe? and my <ter- 
nall God faid, this man repreſents I the Lord of hoſt,gather- 
ing my people together: and I ſaid, Lord, what people ? and my 
God faid, the Jewes, that I may bring them in co believe on my 
name, and ſo to make them come with weeping and ſupplications,and 
and make them know that they have peirced me, and ſo have

ſhould be- ſo; but now will I riſe, and will ſhow my power for to 
redeem them from this Egyptian bendage they are now in ; even 
as 1 did appear for their fatbers of old, and did bring them from the land 
of Egypt by my mightie and ſtrong band, by my ſervant Moſes, whom 
Idid ſtir up for that purpoſe-. even ſo will I make my power ſeen in

ſet me glory and honour, and will make you appear to be Kings 
and Conquerours, through me that love you 3 ando- wil bring 
you into your one land with joy and gladneſs, and there will make 
you for to ly down in peace, and to be at reſt, when I will torment 
and trouble all nations that have fought againſt you,and they ſhall 
weep, and boul, and cry out for ſorrow of beart 3 but I will make you my 
Choſen ones,and alſo them whomI wil bring upwith you,and have 
called them by my name, to come and go up to the height of Sion, 
- With everlaſting ſongs, ſinging and rejoycing with abundance of joy, 
in that-I have created Jeruſalem a joy, and her people a rejoy- 
cing : for 1 will make a new Heaven, and a new earth, wherein righteouſneſs 
foal! dwell, for 1 wil make deſolation, and wil deſtroy all things. 
that are now at thepreſent, and ſo will make all things ew ; new 


in reſpett. that I have gathered you out of all countries, and have

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once again brought you into your own land,for to make you the j9y, and 
the praiſe of the whole earth; and the place and land where I wil 
in glory delight rodwel ; and ſo wil makeall your enemies come 
bowing and bending. and ſubmit unto that hath and wil til bring 
you in the everlaſting joy, where all is joy, andall ſhal bejoy and 
3 ſo that they ſhal bring (even your enemies) their treaſurs 

and riches, and the fullneſs of the gentils ſhall be brought in : rejayce and

and ſuch filthy creatures; for dogs are a moſt bealtly creature, and 
ſeem to: be a -creature good for little, even here ſuch as are to 
be left out are compared to dogs ; for all dogs are cruel and envi- 
ous, and are ready to deſtroy themſelves by tighting one with an« 
other, andalſo their condition is, they alwayes are grumbling 
and ſnapping one at another, as ſtriving for maſtery; {o are theie 
people that are to be left out of this City, a people who have giv- 
en themſelves over to rule and domineere over their fellows 
creatures, and would have all in ſubjeftion to them, and they 
would be lords, and ſo would have their fellow- creatures in boi» 
dage to them, and keep them as ſervants and bond-men.even for to 
work and labour for them, when they themſelves have all the 
joy and pleaſure; but:now, even upon ſuch.dogs, that have riſen 
from 
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from Cain and Nimrotl the mighty hunter,that have hunted, and al- 
ſo have catch their fellow- creatures in their ſnare,and (o Eſau-like, 
would have all in ſubjc&tion to them, even upon ſuch ſhall my 
hand fall very heavy, as forto plague them, andio to puniſhthem, 
that I may make them know that my time is now at hand; 'for 
to give redemption to my creatures, | eſpecially to my ſons'and 
daughters, whom ye Efaus, and great men, have kept in bondage 
and flavery, and ſo to make them a joy and rejoicing, ſinging for joy 
and gladnes of beart,where ye Eſaus brood that have a long time raign=- 
ed over them, ſhall be trodden as itraw under foot,and be fit for no» 
thing but to be left without, even without my joy and love, be- 
cauſe of your ſorceries, becauſe of your eſtrangneſs from me z 
counting all your pleaſurs and happines to be in things here below 
even in outward ſubſtance, treaſuring up gold and filver,which hath 
bewitched you from the truth, and would not let you hear that 
the beſt and cheifeſt commandement is, for to ſell and give to the poor, 
but when this hath buzzed in your cares, and your own conſcience 
acculing you for it, you have like the young man in the Goſpel, as 

ou call ir, which fain would go to heaven, and ſo have reft, but 

oth to fulfil our Saviours command 3/e!l that which thou haſt and give 
16 the poor, and ſo thou ſþalt bave treaſure in heaven, as if my ſon Chriſt 


had ſaid, do not you think that by obſerving a lictle outward way 


of worſhip, and ſo walking on in formes, and making an out- 
ward profeſlion of religion, baving « forme f godlineſy, that you 


 ſhal enter into my reſt, not knowing that you are bewiich from 


me, in that you make ſo much of an outward eſtate, as of houſes, 
and lands, and alſo of gold, and filver, wherein you pat more 
truſt and confidence then in me ; therefore it is but juſt for me the 
Lord of hoft to deal, or to give you ſuch a hard lefſon for you to 
learn, ſell all thox baſt and give to the po:r, for they have need of it, 
even of my mony,&, houſes and lands;which if you do nor,you are 
like to incur my fore diſpleaſure, and ſo to be deprived of my 
reſt, for not ſubmitting to this my command; which is one of the 
greateſt commandements, as that thou ſhalt love 1by neighbour as thy ſelf: 
but O thou proud Eſau, and haughty Lucifer, that exalis thy ſelf above 
tby fellow- Creatures, what ſaies thou to this? do I command thee for 
toſel that which thou haſt and give to the poor? and thou inſtead 
of doing ſo, doſt quite contrary, even the opprels them,and coue 
ſen and cheat them, and bring them before the judgement- ſeat 


| baling them to prifo1s, do you think for this that I will be as, 


well 
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wel pleaſed with you as if you bad done what I commanded you 
todo; fell that which thou baſt and thou ſhalt bave treaſure in beaven ? 
which if thou doſt not, I will ſhut thee ont of my love and favour, 
and (o thou (hall not enter into the citty wherein my glory (hall 
be manifeſted, and made for to out-ſhine all the glory of the world, 
becauſe thou art diſobedient to me, and wilt not love thy neigh= 
bour as thy ſelf, according as I have commanded thee to do, but 
doſt ſtill perſiſt !n hording up of corn, and mony, and all the beſt 
of the things of the world for thy own private uſe, and fo will 
not give to the poor, but doth count thy honour for to have abun= 
dance of the riches of this world,and wil live very gallantly,& go in 
the beſt, and eat of the beſt, when thy tellow-creatures have none 
of the worſt, whom I love as well as you ; but O! thou proud Eſau 
that exalts thy ſelf above thy fellow-creatures, I wil reaſon wich you, 
how or wherein doſt thou fulfil my wil ? I commanded thee, for 
to ſell that thou baſt, and give away , but that thou haft not, done: 
thou wilt have houſcs and lands of thy own, and gold and {ilver 
in bags and cheſts, when others havenone ; _ wil notif you 
hear one of your fellow-creatures cry for the Lord ſake give me ſcme= 
thing, you wil turn your eares from the crying of the pgor, and 
wil tela ly too, and ſay, you bave nothing, when you have ſome- 
thing; though they asked in my name, yet you wil not give ; 
though I command thee for to give all that thou baſt ; but thou 
wilt make aly to ſave that which I have commanded thee, even all 
you that have abundance: to give unto thy fellow-creatures ; for 
lyers are and ſhal be without:and again bow doſt thou love thy neighbour 
4s thy ſelf, when thou eateft of the beſt, and drinks of the beſt, and 
wears of the beſt, and lives at eaſe, freeing your ſelves from hard 
labour, which thy poor neighbours are made for your cruelty 0- 
verthem toundergo? therefore conlider this, leftI take you away 
from your own pleaſures, as you cal it, from eating of the beſt, 
and drinking and wearing of the beſt, and inſtead of it, give you 
ragges to put on, and the worſt for you to eat and drink, even 
cucle your dainty things, and make all things become gall and 
worm-wood ; becauſe you break this commandement of mine : 
love thy neighbour as well as thy ſelf : which if you did fulfil, which is 
my pleaſare you ſhould; then would you give to your poor neigh- 
bours ſuch things as your ſelves have: if you your ſelves have 
roſt-meat, then - would you give them roſt- meat, or ſee that they 
have roſt-meat 3 if you your ſclyes have good drink, then would 
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you ſee that they ſhould not Seo] water, but have good drink : 
if you your ſelves have good cloaths, then would you ſee 
«hat they ſhould have gool cloaths, and ſo would not let them go 
naked ; but woul4 be like my ſervant Fob,yjve bread to the bungry,and 
clothes to the naked ; if you your ſelves have eaſe and reft from labour, 
then you would not tee them labour like horſes, and take no pitty 
of them ; neither would you then give your ſelves over to be 10 
cruell and hard hearted, as to make {laves of your fellow creatures, 
whom I command youto love as wel as your ſelves : but here you 
may ſee how you flight me, and how litcle you regard mez in- 
ſtead of doing what you ſhould do, you do that you ſhould not : 
I command you for to l»ve your neigbbour,and inſtead of my command, 
you hate your neighbour: but do you think this may ſerve my turn, 
or that I wil be pleaſed for you to do fo as you do? no, 1 wil not be 
pleaſed wich you, unleſs you fulfil my commandements, as t» love 
thy neighbour as well as thy ſelf : which if you did,you would no hate 
them: but you may ſay, they are my enemies, and ſhal I love them

not fulfil my command ; neicher are you like me, who loves all; 
and cauſes my rain to rain on the unjuſt as well as on the juſt : but you 
cannor abide to hear of thefe things ; to let your neighbours be 
as your ſelves ; by reaſon of that proud fleſh, that rules and domi- 
neers in you, as to make you think better of your {elves then you 
are; Eſau like ruling and domineering over Iacob, but I will cut 
you ſhort, and wil make you, notwithſtanding you go to 
Church, and here Secmons an1have your children baptized, 
as you call it, and obſerve Sunday ; that you have diſobeyed my 
voice, and have not walked humbly with mee ; and fo you are no 
other but ſorcerers, ſuch as muſt not come into my place where 1

Kings and Princes that ſhal reigne here on earth, every one of 
you no leſs then a King, that ſhal haye all nations in ſubjetion to 
you, by my mighty power which 1 wil manifeſt in you, T wil 
make you to break the nations in peices like potters veſſels,even into, 
ſhivers ſhalt thou daſh all thine enemies, whether they be Turk or: 
Pope, or any other Countries, . tor all ſhal become as weak as wa- 
ter;& I in the midſt of you wil ſhew my ſelf to be trong and power- 
ful ; even ſo ſtrong, that I wil make all natjons to be ſilent, and fic 
Ril, and let you alone, and inſtead of making wars againſt you, 
they ſball beat their ſwords, and ſpears, and their weapons of war into pru- 
ning books, and the nations ſhall not learn war any more; but I wil make 
them ſay, come let us go up to Sion, and they will teach us their waies 
O what a bundance of glory wil I give unto thee O Sion, that na- 
tions far and near ſhal come up to thee to be taught of thee; and 
indeed they ſhall have great need, for I wil empty all other teach-

but to thoſe that come zo Sion, where Iche Lord of hoſt wil 
be the a lone teacher,and wil make them all ts know me, even from the leaſt 
to the greateſt; not only know me, and cal meGod, becauſe of my 
power being ſeen, in that I have made the heavens and the earth, 


for this knowledge of me ali men have, yet they are ignorant of

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and the two Ap-:.ſtles ſeeing of him in this condition, (aid it is good ro 
be berezfor the glory that was ſeen there,which was but a reſemblance 
of my gathering my people to Sion, and lo making them to be as 
one, and when [ had (vo gathered them together in the Taft daies, 
there to make my glory. ſhine in a more luſtrious and glorious 
manner thenever I did when my ſon Jeſus was on the earth, for 
his being transfigured and ſhining ſo bright, ſhews forth abundance 
of light and glory that ſhal be manifeſted co you now in theſe laſt 
daies; tor as ſoon as he was 1n garments that were whice and 
giiſtering, it ſhewes that I wil appear to be a light, 'and a more ex- 
cellent light to you then yet I have bin, for the glory was (o great 
at the transfiguration ot my ſon, that made his diſciples ſay, it was

ſay, it was good for to be bere, by reaſon of the more tranſcendent glo- 
ry they ſaw far more then they did before,n otwichſtanding they 
had along time bin in Jeſus his companie;ſo that notwithſtandin 
thoſe gtorious diſcoverics which you have had of me, and thoſe 
glorious breakings forth of light which hath bin among you, wil 
appear to be nothing in compariſon of that light and glory you 
ſhal have when you are taken apart from the people, as the two A- 
poſtles were had in the mount,even then ſhalt thou ſee a more glo» 
rious diſcovery of me, when thou art taken wholy out of Babylon,

Moſes and Elias was with Chrift when, he was transfigured, even 
ſo ſhal Moſes and Elias now be with me in my bright appearing to 

ou ; and not only Moſes and. Elias, 'but all that have bin my 
aithful ſervants, even the whole houſe of Iſrael ſhal appear in 
glory, and you ſhal ſee and know them that they are Moſes and 
Elias, and the reſt of wy Saints,, whom thave..now raiſed up to 
come and be wich you, and have given them a body as I have ſeen 
good, and Envcb of old propheſied; be Lord cometh with ten thouſand of 


bs Saints,ſo now wil l come(not only with ten thouſand,but)) with 


all my Saints to gard and keep me company, and ſo wil make my 
name a glorious name,and a memorial for ever; and I thus appear- 
ingn glory and majeſty, wil make all my "enemics to tremble 
and toquake, when they ſhil bear that Ithe Lord doth 
raign in mount Sion, and that I have brought Moſes axd Elias, and 
all the reſt of the prophets thither: there for to make thee rejoyce 
in me the LorJ of hoſt, clothing theni with my ſelf, and making 
chem for to appear in glory, giving them-a revyard,that they ſhal 


.come and be in my Tove and favour, and that they ſhal now rule 


over all their enemies, and all their enemies (hal be but their foot- 
tool, and they ſhal now tread and trample that wicked fpiric

Andiſawa vition wherein is ſhewed that there ſhal be gather-

And whereas thon did(t fee men & women come out of the little 
weight,&fprad themſelves abroad,& as they went darkneſs vaniſhed 
away and light encreaſed nwch ; thele people' are my Sons and 
Daughters, vehom I vvil ftirupto go to Jeruſalem 3: and out of 
this nation there ſhal go ſome,” even the principal and chiefe leader 
of them ſhal bean Engliſh-man, vvhom I have already choſen for

but of airc,and ſo I appearing in your bodies,and ſo making choice 
of inſtraments for to do my work, and myj ſtrange worke, that is my 
ſign, or the ſign of the Son of man coming in the aire: which ſign is for to 
give people warning of what 1 intend to do,that ſo it I find them 
not doing what 1 would have them to do, they may the better be

For the Angels that neither marry or give themſelves in marri- 
age, are not any created ſubſtances beſides man, as to be ina pl-ce 
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above the skies, keeping of me company in one place - yea though 
Itis true, the Angels , the good angels as you cal them, that left 
not their firſt eſtate,do keep me company, and are where f am, and 
where I be there they be. | 

For theſe Angels made mention of, and alſo them made men- 

tion of in Peter, that left their firſt eſtate, and (o are reſerved in 
chaines of darkneſs unto the great day : are no other angels then 
what 1s in man. For I the Lord of hoſt made man purely good,and 
before he fel, he was holy, juſt, and upright, being a pure Angel of 
mine, and ſo one that ſhould never dy if he had continucd in the 
condition as he was {et in :; but it was the pleaſure of I the creator 
to ſet him in ſuch a condition as knew wel enough he thould fal : 
for had ir been the pleaſure of I che Lord he ſhould i have ſtood 
and ſo have lived for ever ; for if he had ſtood and livcd for ever, 
then ſhould not my power have bin ſeen ſo much as it is now: for 
this Adam was made good and juſt; and all things in him, and 
all things beſides him were good and not evil : but yet not- 
withſtanding out of this Adam who was made good and juſt, did 
proceed a Serpent for to beguil Eve'the weaker veſſel, and this Ser- 
pent was not a ſerpent, a creature that poiſons, and ſo lives as a 
creature, no, but this Serpent was within Eve and Adam, and fo 
was ſomthing from Adam degenerated from its inflitution, from 
what ic ſhoald be, to what it ſhould not be ; and that is this, as 
Adam was made good, and no evil was to be ſceninhim, as I the 
Lord of hoſt hath declared at the firſt : but that I the Lord gave 
him reaſon, and knowledge, and wiſdome, which in Swe © wh 
were very good: for by theſe things he did differ from the beaſts, 
and from every living creature ; and by theſe things, as reaſon, 
knowledge, and wiſdome, did he give unto every creature which [ 
the Lord God had made, and alſo did he know the nature of every 
green herbe, and of every thing, as to give them a name, 

Thus was Alam in his firlt eſtate good, furnifhed with every 
thing, and ſo did live in paradiſe, even in God,and fo had the pure 
and perfe& enjoyment of the creator that made him ; but it did 
pleaſe me for to let himalone, and Fv: eſpecially, being the 
weaker veſſel and not able to contain her felfin that condition, ay 
to know much and do little:but the did put her ſelf forward ina way 
for to eat the apple that ſhe was commanded to let alone, - for 
ſhe had ſo much rcaſon, wiſdome, and knowledge, as that ſhe knew 


wel enough that if ſhe did cate of the fruit ſhe ſhould have bin as '

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ſpirits: & theſe angels are always Gods companions,ad fo do keep 
H 


God; and this the Serpent, wbo being a more ſubtil creatare then-any of 
the beaſts of the field was , did urge Eve tor to cat of the fruit : which 
Serpent was no other but that reaſon, wiſdome, and knowledge, 
which is the ſpirit of men, and women, and is in man very 

ood of it (elf, if man had but power for to keep itunder, from 
going about to do that it ſhould not do ; and this was the only 
Serpent that made Eve to eat of the forbidden fruit : even that rea- 
ſon,knowledge,and wiſdome that was inher,for that reaſon, and 
knowledge, &wildome,that was in her, did degenerat from what 
it ſhould do,and did do what it faould not : the degenerating from 
what ict ſhould do,was ics pride, by doing?whatit ſhould not do: as 
it was given her for to know how ſhe ſhould keep & perform that 
ſhe had a command for to do-It was good in its ſelf, but inſtead 
of keeping,ſhe breaks the command,& that by being beguiled by the 
Serpent; which is no other but her own reaſon,wiſdome,8& know- 
ledge,as her God had given hergven I the creator: & fo this reaſon, 
wi & knowledge,which was a good Angel, & the Angels of 
God in Adam & Fvegby knowing more then they (hould bave done, 
and ſo by preſuming to go higher, even to be as God, like me their 
creator, this reaſon, knowledge, and wiſdome, which was good 
and the-good Angels of God, even I the creator of all things did for 
preſumption, turn it from what it was, even from a good an- 
gel or ſpirit in man,into a Serpenr,a wicked angel, an oppoſer of 1 
their creator 3 and fo I did calt this wicked angel,even this wicked 
reaſon, knowledge, and wiſdome, which became wicked, for pre- 
ſuming to go higher then it ſhould have done, and lo for this end 
and purpoſe did I the creator calt out this reaſon, wiidome, and 
knowledge, for oppoſing me in Eve, and in Adam, to be keptin 
chaines and in bonds of darkneſs, until the day of judgement, 
which chaines and bonds of darkneſs, is no other but giving it up 
to its own courſe, and fo to let it ran its own race in runing from 
me, and then giving it ever now and thena touch of my power 
and glory, which Ido cauſe them to behold in whom this Serpent 
doth remain, and ſo doth caule it to receive torment from me, for 
not making out my ſelfunto them. 


And ſo theſe Angels good and ad are both in man; the good. 
Angels are the ſpirits of juſt men, that give themſelves up to God, 


and (o their reaſon, knowledge, and wwifdome, which is the fpiric 
of man, are the goud Angels of God, that are called miniſtring 
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God, even I the 4[Fof al things compiny, and are alwayes with me, 
and in me,l being their reſt and place of eale: for when any of my 
Saints return from the earth, ſo that the body kecomes to be duſt 
again, then do I draw ap the foul and its fpirit to their centers, 
whole centers is I the Lord of hoſt, who am the life of all men: 
and their life is their ſoul, which muſt return to me again, | being 
its fountain; and as for the ſpirit that returns to me when it leaves 
the body of a Saint ; forl am unto them reaſon, wiſdome, and 
knowledge, and fo their ſpirit in them-anſwers to mine ; which 
becauſe it becomes ſubje& to me, - it is an Angel of light, and allo 
are Angels and miniſtring ſpirits, whom I the Lord of hoſt ſends 
out to miniſter comfort to my people 3 and ſometimes in formes 
and in ſhapes asI pleaſe 3 and ſometimes by making their ſpirits 
anſwerable to mine, and fo make them reſt in me ; whence as the 
body now lies in the grave, for faith the Apoſtle, are not Angels 
miniſtring ſpirits, ſet out to minifter to them who ſhall be heirs of ſalvation? 

ſent out to them whom I wil pleaſe to ſend them to : ſo then the 

good Angels, are the ſpirits of juſt men made perfe ; and ſo ſaith the 
Apoſtle, we are come to an innumerable company of Angels, even to the 
Hirits of juſt men made perfe4 , here you may ſee by your Scriptures 
that Angels are but the ſpirits of juſt men, for juſt men made perfe& * 
are Angels; cealing from labour and ſorrow, for to reft in me the 

Al of all things, who am the life of a)l things ; and (o the angels in 

ſcripture made mention. of, are but the ſpirits of juſt men whom I 

can make to appear in the form of a man, and what in power, or 
otherwiſe in 'what ſhape or form | pleaſe, and ſo good Angels are 

but the ſpirits of juſt men, even of my Saints which are deceaſed,or 

mow contiuing and abiding in me the Lord of hoſt. 

The bad angels that fel and are reſerved in chaines of darkneſs unts 
tbe judgement day of the Lord of boſt, is the Serpent that is in man, and 
is the wiſdome, and reaſon,and knowledge,that is in man, which 
is the ſpirit of man ; and this reaſon, wiſdome, and knowledge, 
which was made good, for all things were good, and fo there 
were no evil, this for becoming to exalt ir ſelf, as to know more 

then I was willing to let it know,did caſt it ſelf under my wrath,& 
fo became a curſe, under which curſe ir til lies, and fo wil remain 
-unto 'the jndgement day : for this reaſon, and wiſdome that is in 
manexalting it ſe againſt God, and not becoming ſubje&t toGod, 
33 the Serpent that beguiled Eve, and ſo it did Adam, and ſo doth 

and wil do until it :be:taken away : and forbeguiling Eve it be» 
| came - 
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came a ſerpent, and a wicked angel thrown out of heaven that is, 
out of the love and favour of I the Lord of hoſt, into darkneſs, 
that is, into my ſore diſpleaſure :-and not only a wicked angel,but 
a dive}, and fo al wicked ſpirits are divels : for there were nothing 
created evil, but all was made good; and this reaſon in man was 
good if it had bur kept his bounds wherein T had ſet it, but by 
taking liberty to do what I would not have ic do, it beczme at 
enmicy with me, and ſo became a divel and a deſiroyer, and fo a 
murderer ; a deſtroyer and murderer in that it forſook me the 
fountain of life, where it might have had reſt, and ſo havebin at 
quiet, and ſo hath deſtroyed itſelf and hath made it felt the very 
curſe, and ſo is become the moſt odious and greateſt enemy to man- 
kind,puffing itſelf up,and wil not willingly be ſubje& col the Lord 
of hoſt: though ic is true I could make it become ſubject rome if 
ſo be I would ſhew my infinite power for to bring it from the curſe, 
even then would reaſon, wiſdome, and knowledge, which is the 


ſpirit of man, and fo conſequently, the divel if it oppoſes God : 


become the greateſt joy and comfort to man : for the divel is evil 
in it (elf, not made a divel, but he became a divel by diſabedience, 
it being the good pleaſure of 1 the Lord that it ſhould be ſo, and 
ſo then the ſpirits of wicked men and women are witches and di- 


- .vels : for as you read of men that were poſſeſſed with devils ; and as 


you read that Chriſt did caſt out devils ; theſe devils are nothing bur 
the ſpirits of wicked men deceaſed; which as ſoon as they go out 
of the body they are nat at reſt, neither can they reſt or be at quiet, 
but they are alwaies ſeeking about in whom they may enter z yea 
though it be my pleaſure for to keep them out of all, yet I do not, 
but do let them get into ſome, and there he becomes a worſe dive] 
then he were before , and ſo doth remain for the time of the bo- 
dies being 3 and after that ceaſes, it goeth into another; and theſe 
are witches, even the ſpirits of wicked men are witches,and | make 
uſe of them as my inſtruments to puniſh and plague other wicked 
men in whom the ſame ſpirit remaines : and Idoalſo allow unto 
theſe witches power for to torment, as tobewitch the cattle of 
men, for they in bewicching of them they dy ; for it is my plea- 
ſure to ſutfer this for a while : and theſe witches are the divel and 
ſerpent mentioned ; and the divel that Chriſt caft forth which run 
into the heard of (wine, was no other ſpirit or divel but the ſpirit 
and divel of a wicked man deceaſed : its going into the heard of 
ſwine by asking Chriſt leave, ſh: wes that it cannot go into any it 
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ſelf or what ic doth,ic doth it by having permiſſion from me to ds - 
ic, and ſo nothing is done but I muſt give way for it to be done, as 
I gave way for the Divel that was caft out,to go into the herd of 


{wine; which ſwine ſets: forth wicked men , for nothing is more 


like to a wicked man- then a ſwine, for as a wicked man 


wil drink and bedrunk, fo wil a {wine (wil til he burits himſelf, 
if he might be putto ſome ale or ſtrong beer 3 ſo that the Divel 


being caſt out of a wicked man,and the man-become a convert,there: 


is no place for him co be any longer, but the Divel begging to go 
into the herd of- ſwine, ſhewes his earneſt defire to be in his ele- 
ment; for the (wine ſets forth wicked men, and fo the divel that 
was caſt forth went into the wicked men, cven into its center from 
whence it came, 

For the very rife of this Divel, and alſo of wicked fpirits which 
are Divels, was not made by God, even-by I the Lord of hoft, to be 
ſo, but they departing from gcod, and made the good which I 
gave them evi), and (o they became Divels, declining from doing 
that which I commanded them-to doz and lo the very riſe and foun- 
tain from whence the Divel came, was from man, his imagina- 
tions being continually evil,thou gh man could never do ſo much 
as todo any thing contrary to me,but muſt of neceſſity do ny plea*

For the ſeed of the woman ſpall break, the ſerpents bead ; this woman is 
the Church, and ſo the ſeed is Chritt in this Church; fo then the 
Chriſt which is-che new man, ſhal in time riſe and break in peices 
the old man, old Adam ſhal be deſtroyed and conſumed to nothing, 
the Serpent whoſe head muſt be broke, is that reaſon, knowledge, 
and wiſdome, even that Serpent and Divel that came in by diſs 
obedience, and muſt be deſtroyed, and ſo caſt into the lake of fire; 
for the day of judgement unto which this Divel is reſerved and
